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Sir: 

This responds to the Restriction Requirement, dated October 17, 2007. In response to the 
Restriction Requirement, Applicant elects Species I, FIG. 1 for examination. Claims 1 1, 12, 14, 
15, 20, 21, and 23 are readable on the elected Species. This election is made with traverse . 

Applicant traverses the restriction requirement on the groimd that examination of the all 
the claim does not present a search burden on the United States Patent and Trademark Office. 
According to MPEP §803, if the search and examination of an entire application can be made 
without serious burden, the Examiner must examme it on the merits, even though it includes claims 
to independent or distinct inventions. In the present case, the Examiner has already searched and 
examined on the merits the subject matter of the claims. Further, Species 1-3 are so inextricably 
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related that no species can be comprehensively examined without also searching those areas related 
to the other species (see MPEP 808.02), i.e., a thorough search of the subject matter of any one of 
the species would encompass a search for the subject matter of the other species. Therefore, 
Applicant respectfully requests the withdrawal of the restriction requirement and the exammation of 
all the claims (1 1-22), as one group, in the subject application. 

Applicant reserves the right to file a Divisional Application directed to non-elected 
claims 13, 16-19 and 22.
